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Lincoln turning flood-prone homes into green space

STANFORD — Janice 
Rowe’s family has owned a 
small trailer park along 
U.S. 27 for 40 years, but 
these days, it's all but a 
ghost town. 

Besides the trailer Rowe 
lives in at one end of the 
park, the rest are empty 
and disheveled, damaged 
years ago by flooding. 

Perched against a bank 
of the Dix River north of 
Stanford, Rowe's trailers 
stand on some of the most 
easily flooded land in the 


county. 

"We've had three floods 
in that 40-year period," she 
said. "Before, if you were 
flooded, you were able to 
pull your trailers out and 
put something back. But 
now that zoning has gone 
in, zoning says that if you 
pull out in a flood zone, 
you can't go back in. So 
I've lost the use of my 
property." 

But Rowe's luck has 
turned around with the 
approval of almost 
$600,000 in Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency funding that 


Lincoln County is using to 
buy up and clear away 21 
flood-prone properties. 

Any properties pur¬ 
chased through FEMA's 
Substantially Damaged 
Acquisitions project are 
deeded to Lincoln County 
with a requirement that 
they become permanent 
green space. All existing 
structures will be demol¬ 
ished and no structures can 
be built on the properties 
again, Lincoln County 
Attorney Daryl Day said.

Judge rules 
in favor of 
new 911 fee 

Case could have 
'statewide impact'

LANCASTER 
Officials across Kentucky 
are watching the small 
communities of Lincoln 
and Garrard counties as a 
lawsuit moves forward 
that could set a precedent 
for how 911 call centers 
are funded in the future. 

Chief Circuit Court 
Judge Hunter Daugherty 
ruled last week that a new 
911-funding fee imple¬ 
mented on water meters in 
Lincoln and Garrard coun¬ 
ties is constitutional. 

The civil case, which 
has been called a "friendly 
lawsuit" by local 911 offi¬ 
cials, was filed by the city 
of Lancaster against 
Garrard County and the 
Garrard Fiscal Court, 
challenging the constitu¬ 
tionality of the new 911 
fee. 

"The argument that we 
made, that the judge 
accepted, was that this is a 
fee — a user fee," said 
Mike Troop, the attorney 
representing Garrard 
County in the case. "In a 
fee, you only raise enough 
money to cover your cost, 
and that's what the 911 
center does and has 
always done. It's not a rev¬ 
enue-generating source; 
it's not there to make 
money." 

Even though the ordi¬ 
nances creating the fee

$150K simulator 
helps officers practice 
in extreme situations

STANFORD — Law 
enforcement officers in 
Lincoln County have been 
dealing with everything from 
active shooters and bomb 
threats to kidnappings and 
murders over the past week, 
but fortunately, it's all taking 
place in virtual reality. 

Lincoln County Deputy 
Sheriff and weapons expert 
Sim Thacker has been putting 
other law enforcement offi¬ 
cers into all kinds of difficult 
situations using a $150,000 
simulation system on loan 
from the Kentucky 


Association of Counties. 

"It's basically a use-of- 
force trainer," Thacker said. 
"You may have a situation 
where a hostage is taken and 
they're saying 'drop your 


weapon or I'm going to kill 
this person.' Well, do you 
drop your weapon? Do you 
just stand there? Or do you 
act? If you don't act, then that 
innocent person may die.

HUSTONVILLE — An

STANFORD — A 
Lincoln County grand jury 
has indicted a Waynesburg 
man for incest, first- 
degree rape and first- 
degree sexual abuse. 

Phillip G. Oney, of 100 
N. Railroad St., allegedly 
had sex with a girl he 
knew was his granddaugh¬ 
ter in December 2005, 
according to the indict¬ 
ment. 

The girl was less than 
12 years old when Oney 
allegedly had "deviate 
sexual intercourse" and 
"sexual intercourse ... 
through the use of forcible 
compulsion" with her, the 
indictment reads. 

Kentucky State Police 
Detective Michael Keeton 
testified against Oney, but 
KSP was unable to pro¬ 
vide further details on the 
case.

Legislative process 
shouldn't be a 
back-room deal 


Every year members of the 
Kentucky General Assembly descend 
on Frankfort to carry out the duties 
that our citizens expect us to do. That 
expectation includes making sure that 
the legislative process is open and 
transparent to all Kentuckians. 

But time and time again, and to the 
frustration of many of us in the 
Kentucky House of Representatives, 
the legislative process seems, in some 
cases, to be stuck in the back rooms 
of the Capitol. Never has that been 
clearer than our efforts to address one 
of the major issues of the 2013 
Session: reforming our public pension 
system. 

With only one full week to go of 
the 2013 session, the Kentucky 
General Assembly remains dead¬ 
locked on the passage of pension 
reform, or a method to pay for what 
is referred to as the Actuarially 
Recommended Contribution to main¬ 
tain sustainability in the Kentucky 
Retirement Systems. 

A task force that spent nearly all of 
last year hearing testimony and 
reviewing thousands of pages of 
information and data to draft a plan to 
deal with, what one national publica¬ 
tion said, is the worst public pension 
system in the nation. The results of 
that task force created a bi-partisan 
agreement with both sides compro¬ 
mising. They then began the process 
of constructing a solution to the pen¬ 
sion problem. The results of that task 
force were brought to the General 
Assembly in the form of Senate Bill 
2. The Senate approved the plan rec¬ 
ommended by the Pension Reform 
Task Force creating a hybrid cash bal¬ 
ance system and eliminating a guar¬ 
anteed cost of living adjustment. 

However, government transparency 
was in question on this issue on 
Tuesday. During a meeting of the 
House State Government Committee 
to discuss Senate Bill 2, a committee 
substitute was presented. This com¬ 
mittee substitute for this important 
issue, 53 pages long, was presented to 
those of us on the State Government 
Committee a half-hour before the 
start of the committee meeting. We 
were then forced to vote on the sub¬ 
stitute minutes later. The substitute 
was so new even the legislator pre¬ 
senting it had problems finding some 
of the data in the bill when being 
questioned by committee members. 

When brought to the House floor 
on Wednesday, House Democrats 
approved the committee substitute 
which restored the defined benefit 
component found in the currently 
cash strapped plan and restored lan¬ 
guage to guarantee a cost of living 
adjustment. House Republicans, 
including myself, opposed the meas¬ 
ure that would simply maintain a 
structure, that analysts indicated, 
would result in future pension costs 
as high as 60% of employee wages in 
the next 20 years. In essence, it could 
possibly bankrupt the public pension 
plan and put retirees at risk. Please 
don’t misinterpret, this is not about 
drawing party lines for me, it’s simply 
about doing what is right for our 
state, it’s employees, and it’s retirees. I 
believe in bi-partisan legislation and 
this was nowhere close to bi-partisan. 

As if the actions of House leader¬ 
ship on Senate Bill 2 were not 
enough, more troubling to some, was 
a plan offered by House Speaker 
Greg Stumbo to expand gaming 
through the Kentucky Fottery 
Commission to make up the pension 
shortfall. Speaker Stumbo explained 
the plan would not begin providing 
any funds to offset the shortfall until 
2014, and that even then the plan

would generate less than one third of 
what is needed to fund the plan. 

Minority Floor Feader Jeff Hoover 
offered an amendment to the 
Speaker’s funding plan which would 
have cut $70 million annually from 
the amount the governor can spend 
on personal service contracts, coupled 
with a 10% reduction in executive 
branch personnel costs. This plan 
would have provided $70 million for 
each of the next two years to make up 
the pension shortfall. That amount 
would have been increased to $142 
million in year three, while restoring 
$25 million to the state education 
budget to purchase schoolbooks. 

In my opinion that plans that was a 
viable substitute to Speaker Stumbo’s 
proposal, because Representative 
Hoover’s plan addressed some major 
concerns of many of the citizens 
across the state, government spending 
& transparency. It forced the 
Executive Branch to “cut the fat” on 
spending, while also bringing money 
back to an extremely important area 
of the budget, education. 

However, because the House rules 
state that all amendments must be 
filed 24 hours in advance of a vote, 
House leaders ruled Hoover’s amend¬ 
ment ineligible for a vote, even 
though the House Appropriations and 
Revenue Committee did not vote on 
the bill until 7:00 the night before. 
There was an effort to suspend the 
rules, but again, House leaders 
refused to consider the Hoover plan. 
The House approved Speaker 
Stumbo’s plan along a straight party 
line vote late Wednesday, and fell 
short of the 60 votes needed to 
approve a revenue measure in an odd 
year session. Speaker Stumbo said he 
did not really think he needed the 60 
votes and sent the bill to the Senate 
for consideration. 

The Senate voted on Thursday to 
reject the House changes to the pen¬ 
sion overhaul. The bill will now most 
likely go to a conference committee 
where the two sides will try to work 
out their differences. Senate leaders 
have indicated they will send the rev¬ 
enue measure back to the House, 
refusing to consider a plan that fails 
the meet the 60-vote threshold pro¬ 
vided for in Section 36 of the 
Kentucky Constitution. 

In summary, the leadership in 
House majority must end this process 
of presenting pages of committee 
substitutes to legislators at the last 
minute. Simply because it does not 
allow legislators to familiarize them¬ 
selves with the changes and it is 
unfair to those who elect us to carry 
out the legislative process. 

Bills have been filed in past ses¬ 
sions that would require a 24-hour 
waiting period on changes to any 
proposals dealing with the budget, 
but sadly not one of those bills have 
received a hearing. It is imperative 
that we change the art of bait and 
switch legislating in the State 
Capitol. We can do better, we 
should do better, and the public 
expects us to do better.

10 Years Ago

Back in 2003, it wasn’t nearly as good a year for the 
Fincoln County girls’ basketball team, which bowed 
out in the district tournament. 

The boys’ team, however, made it to the quarterfinals 
of regionals, where they lost to Mercer County. Along 
the way, they also lost the district championship by one 
point to Boyle County, who was led by none other than 
now-famous NFF tight end Jacob Tamme. 

Here’s an excerpt from the boys’ district champi¬ 
onship story, which ran March 13, 2003: 

Rebels rally to take away title 

Jacob Tamme didn’t score any points at Fincoln 
County in the Patriots 72-60 win over Boyle County 
on Jan. 25. A broken wrist sidelined the senior. 

But Tamme was back on the court and on target 
Friday night at Danville High School in the finals of 


the 45th District Tournament. 

Tamme tossed in a game-high 19 points to help 
Boyle County rally from a fourth quarter deficit to 
defeat Fincoln 46-45 in the championship game. It 
gave the Rebels their third straight district title. 

Fincoln was holding to a 45-44 lead with 1:12 to 
play after Tamme rebounded a Vonckx miss. 

In hindsight, Fincoln Coach Mark Upchurch said 
that that’s when he cost his team the game. 

”We put ourselves in a position to win the game and 
I told the boys that I lost that game with 56 seconds to 
go when I didn’t call a timeout,” he said. 

"I should have called a timeout. We had the ball and 
we’re up one. We should have made them try another 
shot,” Upchurch said.

Pension reform important as 
general assembly winds down 


With only eight legislative days 
left, the 2013 General Assembly 
Session has come to a major turn¬ 
ing point. As I have reported in 
the past, Kentucky faces an 
immense unfunded liability in our 
public employee pension system. 

Senate Bill 2, a product of a 
bipartisan, bicameral task force 
that heard from stakeholders, 
retirement experts, and independ¬ 
ent researchers, was drafted to 
protect tax-payers as well as cur¬ 
rent employees’ and retirees’ 
retirement from insolvency, 
passed the Senate in an over¬ 
whelming bipartisan vote. (SB 2 
does not apply to teachers’ retire¬ 
ment and would not impact pen¬ 
sions for current employees and 
retirees.) 

The House of Representatives 
removed any structural changes to 
the strained system and proposed 
to pay for it with revenues from 
expanded lottery sales, Keno, and 
Instant Racing instead of dis¬ 
cussing this part during the nor¬ 
mal budget process of 2014. They 
refuse to discuss the bill with us 
in conference committee if we 
don’t accept their flawed financial 
plan. 

The time for gotcha politics is 
over; we must have a sober dis¬ 
cussion about this very important 
issue. Bipartisan task forces have 
worked before on unemployment 
insurance and corrections reform. 
The Senate is still working and 
we want bipartisan consensus. 
Structural changes can be made 
now to the pension system that 
will strengthen the entire fund. We 
are hopeful that the House 
Feadership will come to the table 
on this issue that affects all 
Kentuckians. 

The Senate is also doing what 
we can to put our own house in 
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IJ iJ State Senator 

order. Senate Bill 7 seeks to close 
the loophole in the state retire¬ 
ment system that had allowed 
some legislators to significantly 
increase their state pensions. 
Incidentally, Senate Bill 2 directs 
that any new legislators must be 
in the regular state employee sys¬ 
tem. Both these bills together 
work to make sure that state 
employees are treated similarly 
whether you work in the Senate or 
on a state road. 

In other news, the Senate con¬ 
tinued working on other bills 
involving elections, gun rights, 
and education. My Senate Bill 
129, which protects our Second 
Amendment rights by clarifying 
that the federal government can¬ 
not encroach on Kentuckians’ 
right to bear arms through uncon¬ 
stitutional acts, was passed in the 
Senate with huge bipartisan sup¬ 
port. 

The bill, which also takes a 
stand for our Tenth Amendment 
rights, now awaits action in the 
House of Representatives. We 
also passed Senate Bill 150 which 
makes it easier to obtain a con¬ 
cealed-carry license. A companion 
bill to these bills is Senate Bill 80 
which protects Kentuckians’ 
rights from any outside liberal 
influences, specifically the United 
Nations Agenda 21 which seeks to 
strengthen a government’s power 
of eminent domain. 

There are several programs in 
place to help kids who may not 
necessarily learn in the traditional 
manner or need more help than 
their peers to understand their les¬ 
sons. 


But there are also students who 
are motivated and prepared 
enough to want to continue push¬ 
ing themselves and these children 
need our support too. Senate Bill 
61 would allow for early gradua¬ 
tion for qualified students who 
meet set requirements. Senate Bill 
64 allows students who graduate 
early to still access their full 
KEES funds. 

Voting is at the foundation of 
our republic. Senate Bill 1 makes 
it easier for military and 
Kentuckians living abroad to 
receive election ballots. Especially 
for our servicemen and women, 
voting is a particularly meaningful 
action and we should make it as 
easy and available as possible. 
Electronically transmitting the 
ballot gets the ballot in the hands 
of voters earlier so it can be filled 
out and returned on a timely basis. 

The bill also establishes a group 
to study the possibility of elec¬ 
tronically returning the ballots. 
Right now, the county clerks are 
concerned that the integrity of the 
ballot and the anonymity of the 
voter may be compromised if 
transmitted via email or fax. 

Senate Bill 55 will move the 
election date of constitutional offi¬ 
cers to presidential election years. 
This has two great benefits: it 
increases voter participation 
because more people vote in pres¬ 
idential years. It also saves both 
local and state governments, and 
you the taxpayer, money. 

We are entering the time period 
in Session when the House and 
the Senate will start discussing 
differences on bills that have 
passed both chambers. Please 
contact me with any concerns or 
questions or comments.

There are fixed

A sundial is an instrument 
that tells the time of day by 
the position of the sun. For 
years, I wanted one and could 
have purchased it, bul I never 
did. Then, to my surprise, I 
received one as a gift. 
Although it was not an item of 
great value, I was pleased to 
receive it. 

Immediately, I read the 
instructions tor installing it 
and began to make prepara¬ 
tion to do so. At first. I looked 
at the lawn and chose a suit¬ 
able spot in a flower bed for 
the sundial. Then, 1 prepared a 
foundation for it. 

My neighbor, seeing me at 
work, came over and 
expressed an interest in what I 
was doing, I told him that 1 
was installing a sundial, and I 
needed a compass to align it 
with true north. Eager to help, 
he told me that he had a com¬ 
pass, and he went to his shop 
to get it. In a short time, the 
sundial was installed in prop¬ 
er alignment and it was 
working properly. 

From sunrise until sunset, 
one can tell the time of day by 
the shadow cast on the cali¬ 


brated dial. When the sun is at 
its meridian height that is 
high noon, there is no shadow. 
Die instalment is, if properly 
aligned, always correct 

A short time after l installed 
lhe sundial, there was a 
change in time. Everyone was 
reminded to move their 
clocks ahead one hour. We 
were going from Eastern 
Standard Time to Eastern 
Daylight Time, and I 
changed all of the watches 
and clocks in the house. 

Later, 1 went outside and 
looked at the sundial. It did 
not agree with my watch. 
High noon did not come 
when Eastern Daylight Time 
said it did; it came, as it 
always does, when the sun 
reaches its meridian height. 
No legislative action or exec¬ 
utive order can change that 
fact. 

We live in a world in 
which there are fixed moral 
principles that govern life. 
Some things are right, and 
some tilings are wrong. 
These unchangeable princi¬ 
ples cannot be manipulated 
by legislative action nor 
human desire.

March is Colorectal 
Cancer Awareness Month

Colorectal cancer - 
cancer of the colon and 
rectum - is the second 
leading cause of cancer 
deaths in the United States 
for men and women com¬ 
bined. More than 56,000 
people are expected to die 
from it this year. However, 
it is a highly preventable 
and treatable disease if 
caught early, and an esti¬ 
mated 40,000 lives a year 
could be saved if men and 
women would get 
screened for it. 

That is why, as a gener¬ 
al surgeon, I am actively 
participating in Colorectal 
Cancer Awareness Month 
this March and am taking 
this much-needed oppor¬ 
tunity to encourage people 
to learn how to reduce 
their risk of the disease 
and to get screened for it. 
I am joined by my col¬ 
leagues from across the 
country in this effort. 

It has been shown that a 
low-fat diet high in veg¬ 
etables and fruits, coupled 
with regular exercise, can 
significantly reduce one’s 
risk for developing col¬ 
orectal cancer. Regular 
screening of average risk 
men and women starting 
at age 50 can help prevent 
the disease by detecting 
and removing pre-cancer- 
ous polyps, as well as 
detecting colorectal cancer 
in the earlier, most curable 
stages. 

Despite the widespread 
availability of highly 
effective screening tests, 
colorectal cancer screen¬ 
ing lags far behind screen¬ 


ing for other cancers such 
as breast (mammography), 
cervical (pap smears) and 
prostate (digital exams). 
Many men and women are 
unaware that once they 
turn 50, they should be 
screened regularly. Men 
and women who have a 
personal or family history 
of colorectal cancer or 
polyps or a personal histo¬ 
ry of long-term inflamma¬ 
tory bowel disease need to 
be screened before age 50, 
as well as women with a 
personal or family history 
of ovarian, endometrial or 
breast cancer. 

Colorectal cancer 
screening costs are cov¬ 
ered by Medicare and 
many commercial health 
plans. If you are at risk for 
colorectal cancer, make an 
appointment today with 
your health care provider 
to discuss which of the 
available procedures is 
best for you and how often 
you should be screened. 

Colorectal cancer 
screening is not going to 
be the high point of any¬ 
one’s day. But the tests are 
simple and painless. The 
five tests your doctor may 
recommend include: 

Fecal Occult Blood 
Test - a simple chemical 
test that can detect hidden 
blood in the stool. The 
test can be taken in the pri¬ 
vacy of one’s home and 
sent to your doctor’s office 
or to a laboratory for pro¬ 
cessing. Recommended 
testing is every year. 

Flexible Sigmoidoscopy 
- a visual examination of 
the rectum and lower por¬ 
tion of the colon, per¬ 


formed in a doctor’s 
office. This test may be 
somewhat uncomfortable, 
but is not painful. 
Recommended testing is 
every five years. 

Colonoscopy - a visual 
examination of the rectum 
and entire colon per¬ 
formed in an endoscopy 
unit. If polyps are found, 
they can be removed dur¬ 
ing this procedure. The 
exam may be uncomfort¬ 
able but is not painful. The 
doctor may give you some 
medication to make you 
feel relaxed and sleepy. 
Recommended testing is 
every five to 10 years. 

Double-Contrast 
Barium Enema or Barium 
X-Ray - an X-ray exami¬ 
nation of the rectum and 
entire colon performed in 
a radiology unit in a hos¬ 
pital or clinic. 
Recommended testing is 
every five to 10 years. 

These tests are as sim¬ 
ple as they sound. A few 
moments of discomfort 
are worth the peace of 
mind you will have 
knowing that you have 
markedly increased the 
likelihood that you will 
lead a long and healthy 
life.

Day said the property¬ 
purchasing program is 
intended to reduce poten¬ 
tial liabilities for the 
Federal Flood Insurance 
Program. 

"You lose a good little 
chunk of money on the 
program now if you’re 
FEMA, but at least they 
know from now on they 
will never pay another 
flood claim on that (prop¬ 
erty)," he said. 

The program also helps 
improve public safety, he 
added. 

"It takes some people 
out of harm’s way," he 
said. "On 127, the Dix 
River comes up fairly 
quickly there, so when it 
rains, the river starts ris¬ 
ing, those people have to 
be on edge and be ready 
to evacuate. 

"Sometimes when it 
comes up really quick in 
the middle of the night, 
someone may be in there 
and the water could get 
up around them before 
they know it." 

Participation in the pro¬ 
gram is completely vol¬ 
untary for property own¬ 
ers. Day said whenever a 
FEMA grant like this 
comes around, the county 
identifies properties that 
have had problems with 
flooding and contact the 
owners to see if they want 
to sell. 

Eligible owners can 
receive a set amount of 
money for selling, which 
is based on the property 
valuation administrator’s 
value for the land, Judge- 
Executive Jim Adams 
said. 

To ensure that no 
renters are getting kicked 
out so a landlord can 
make a quick sale, tenants 
living in the properties 
are eligible for relocation 
funds, Adams added. 

For Rowe, the amount 
offered for her land was 
plenty to convince her to 
participate. 

"Never ever have we 
ever had any help whatso¬ 
ever until now. This is our 
only hope of ever getting 
off of the river," she said. 
"I’m excited. I mean, 
super-excited." 

For others, the govern¬ 
ment’s offer was too low. 

Mike Asberry runs 
Asberry Excavating 
across the road from 
Rowe’s trailers. He said 
he was initially interested 
in the program, but when 
he found out the govern¬ 
ment would only pay 
$36,000 for his land, he 
decided against it. 

Asberry said he’s been 
running his business from 
his current location for 
around three years. There 
have been floods where 
the road was covered, but 
the water never got inside 
bis building or caused any 
damage. 

Rowe’s trailers account 
for 12 of the 21 properties 
being converted to green 
space. Five of the proper¬ 
ties are on 


Broughtontown School 
Road and the remaining 
four are on Chrisman 
Spur, Rankin Road, 
Shanks Lane and U.S. 
127. 

County Attorney Day 
said the county doesn’t 
have enough money on- 
hand to buy all the prop¬ 
erties at once. Instead, the 
plan is to start with small¬ 
er, cheaper properties. 

"The county puts out 
the money to purchase the 
properties ... and then 
once the county’s paid 
that money and we’ve 
done a closing on it and 
we get the deed in the 
county’s name, then we 
apply to FEMA and they 
reimburse us for that," 
Day said. "So we kind of 
do the closings in stages 
because the county don’t 
have just $800,000 laying 
around." 

Judge-Executive Adams 
said the Chrisman Spur 
property will likely be the 
first one the county takes 
care of. 

Once a few of the 
smaller properties are 
taken care of, Adams said 
he thinks the county will 
be able to purchase 
Rowe’s trailer-park prop¬ 
erties, before moving on 
to the "real swampy" 
properties along 

Broughtontown School 
Road. 

"It’s so wet in that area 
that it may be summer 
before we can get it 
cleaned up," he said. 

While FEMA is provid¬ 
ing the money for pur¬ 
chasing the properties, 
Lincoln County is provid¬ 
ing the labor and equip¬ 
ment to demolish the 
structures and clear away 
the rubble. 

The value of the coun¬ 
ty’s contributions is esti¬ 
mated at about $197,000, 
though very little of that 
will be actual monetary 
costs, Day said. 

"If it’s not entirely in- 
kind, it’s going to be 90- 
95 percent in-kind," he 
said. "We may have to use 
some county cash to pay 
the landfill fees or things 
like that." 

Even though no struc¬ 
tures can be built on the 
property, that doesn’t pre¬ 
vent the county from 
improving them or mak¬ 
ing them usable by the 
general public. 

Adams said he’s hope¬ 
ful the county can partner 
with the state forestry 
department and 

Boyscouts to plant water- 
loving trees on the 
Broughtontown School 
Road properties. 

Day said one option on 
larger properties could be 
installing walking trails. 

Whatever the county 
winds up doing with her 
properties, Rowe said she 
is thrilled to be moving. 

"This is going to really 
help me out. It will get 
me off of this property, 
off of this river bank," 
she said. "I’m going to 
stay in this area, but 
never a flood plain ever 
again."

Grant could provide solution

have been on the books for months now, offi¬ 
cials from Bluegrass 911, the call center that 
serves the two counties, have said they want 
to be sure the new fee will stand up in court 
before they commit to fully implementing it 
as the main source of local 911 funding. 

State law appears to be written to allow 
911 funding through "any special tax, 
license, or fee not in conflict with the 
Constitution and statutes." 

But 911 service has never been funded in 
Kentucky by a utility fee before, making this 
new territory for 911 providers and the 
courts. 

Bluegrass 911 Director Russ Clark said 
he’s been told the next step is to have some¬ 
one — perhaps the Kentucky League of 
Cities — appeal the ruling. 


If an appellate court upholds Daugherty’s 
original ruling, that would further strengthen 
the legal basis for implementing the new fee. 

"I would like to have it appealed, but I 
don’t think we’re going to have it overturned 
in appeals court," Clark said. "He 
(Daugherty) has very few overturns in 
appeals court because he’s pretty thorough in 
what he does." 

The ruling comes as Bluegrass 911 is run¬ 
ning out of money from the traditional local 
funding source for emergency call centers, a 
monthly surcharge on landline telephone 
accounts. As fewer and fewer people pay for 
landlines, there is less and less money com¬ 
ing in from the surcharges. 

Funding from 911 fees paid on contract 
cell phones is helping keep Bluegrass 911 
self-sufficient for now, but Clark estimated 
the organization could need financial support 
from Lincoln and Garrard counties by "about 


the end of May." 

"We’re going to be running real tight at the 
end of this fiscal year," he said. "Next fiscal 
year, we’re going to be probably $25,000 or 
$30,000 — at least — short." 

Troop, whom the Kentucky Association of 
Counties is paying to represent Garrard 
County, said the ultimate outcome of the case 
will have "statewide impact." 

"It is an important issue statewide," he 
said. "It really is, because there’s got to be an 
alternate for 911 funding." 

J.D. Chaney, chief governmental affairs 
officer for the Kentucky League of Cities, 
said there are multiple communities 
around Kentucky who are in the same boat 
as Bluegrass 911, trying to figure out how 
to keep their 911 services afloat. 

"There are a lot of local communities 
looking for a new way to provide the local 
revenues to fund the service," he said. 


"Assuming a positive ruling from the 
court, that will embolden some of these 
communities that have already been look¬ 
ing at it to move forward." 

Chaney said KLC wants to see the new 
fee upheld because it will clarify that the 
fee is indeed a fee — not a tax — and it 
will provide a good way to disperse 911 
costs across as many local users as possi¬ 
ble. 

Before there is an appeal, Daugherty will 
have to write up his judgment, which has¬ 
n’t been done yet, Troop said. 

In order to set up the legal challenge in 
the first place, Lincoln and Garrard fiscal 
courts established a monthly 911 fee of 25 
cents on water meters in the counties. 

If the lawsuit goes the way officials 
expect, the fiscal courts could raise those 
fees to an estimated $2.50 per month while 
also eliminating their landline surcharges.

The system uses a software 
program operated by Thacker 
to run video-based scenarios 
on a big-screen projector. 

Trainees carry a laser- 
equipped gun and taser, 
which can be "fired" at the 
screen. As each scenario in 
the system plays out — 
Thacker said there are close to 
100 different situations with 
up to 10 different outcomes 
per situation — trainees can 
fire their simulation weapons 
at the screen, and the system 
pinpoints where they fired 
and what they hit. 

Trainees can kill or injure 
suspects and victims, and they 
often have no more than a 
split second to react and make 
the right choice. 

Thacker said the system 


helps train law enforcement 
officers on high-stress situa¬ 
tions, so if such a situation 
happens in real life, they'll be 
cooler under fire and more 
prepared to react appropriate- 

iy- 

"The use of force — espe¬ 
cially deadly force — is justi¬ 
fied on the basis of (whether) 
you perceive an imminent 
threat of serious physical 
injury or death to yourself or 
others," he said. "That's 
always a last resort." 

Training scenarios range 
from pulling over a suspected 
drunk driver to handling a 
suspect with a bomb strapped 
to his chest. 

Sometimes, all a trainee has 
to do is use appropriate com¬ 
munication to gain compli¬ 
ance from their virtual sus¬ 
pects and successfully navi¬ 
gate a scenario. Other times, 


they have to unholster their 
weapons and begin firing 
without warning. 

"I try to educate them at all 
levels and aspects of it," said 
Thacker, a 17-year law 
enforcement veteran who has 
extensive training and certifi¬ 
cations in firearms. "What I 
do as an instructor, I watch 
their verbal communication. 
What I'm doing back here at 
the computer is controlling 
the outcome." 

Thacker said nearly all the 
scenarios available in the sys¬ 
tem are based on events that 
have happened in real life, 
including one scenario where 
a man in the northwest U.S. 
was pulled over because he 
had a paper license plate with 
handwritten numbers and let¬ 
ters. 

The man had bomb-making 
materials in the back of his 


vehicle and wound up in a 
firefight with the officer who 
pulled him over, Thacker 
said. 

Many of the scenarios may 
be extreme situations officers 
will never encounter, but 
Thacker said officers should 
always be prepared to think 
quickly on their feet. 

"You've got to keep your 
head on your shoulders," he 
said. 

Thacker offered a real-life 
example from a night he and 
Sheriff Curt Folger responded 
to a report of a drunken male 
threatening neighbors in 
Waynesburg with a firearm. 

Thacker and Folger arrived 
on the scene and confronted a 
man who had his hands in his 
pockets. As Folger 
approached the man, Thacker 
kept him in the sights of his 
rifle. 


Then the man began to 
move and Folger turned to get 
out of the way. 

"I saw the gun coming out," 
Thacker said. "He was com¬ 
ing around with the gun in his 
hand. I'm getting ready to 
shoot and about that time, I 
see the gun falling. I come up, 
I'm still on target — 'get your 
hands up! get your hands up!' 
— but I didn't shoot." 

Thacker said he's seen 
"very noticeable improve¬ 
ment" in the ability of his 
trainees to make the right use- 
of-force decision. 

"I tell them, 'Do not look at 
this as we're trying to train 
you to be a more proficient 
killer. That ain't it," he said. 
"We shoot to stop the threat. 
We don't shoot to kill." 

Following a training ses¬ 
sion, Thacker can jump back 
to various points in the simu¬ 


lation and show trainees how 
accurate their shots were, or 
discuss whether they took 
appropriate actions. 

Thacker is using the system 
to help Lincoln County law 
enforcement officers meet 
training requirements before 
the system is returned to 
KACo. Officers have the 
option of participating in 
more training sessions than 
required if they desire. 

Before the system leaves 
the county, Thacker said he 
expects to have personally 
logged 150 hours on it. The 
training means Lincoln 
County residents can have 
"peace of mind," Thacker 
said. 

"The officers that are out 
there patrolling are getting 
adequate training, they're get¬ 
ting the knowledge, and that's 
the important part," he said. 


Board approves

Basic math skills improving 
at all Lincoln County schools 


Action taken after feds 
renege on expected 
funds for AP classes

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County's school district is 
picking up the tab for low- 
income students' advanced 
placement exams after federal 
funding dried up. 

Angela Cain told Board of 
Education members last week 
that as many as 94 students 
who had been anticipating 
federal funding to cover the 
cost of their AP exams would 
be on the hook for $53 per 
exam if nothing was changed. 

When students take an AP 
class, they have the option of 
taking a special exam at the 
end and if they pass, they 
receive college credit for their 
work, she explained. 

The College Board charges 
$81 for taking each exam, but 
students who are eligible for 
free or reduced lunch can take 
them for $53. 

The federal government 
had previously paid the fee 
for any free-or-reduced-lunch 
students who took AP exams, 
but that finding has ended. 

Principal Tim Godbey said 
Lincoln County High School 
wasn't informed that federal 
funding was gone until three 
weeks ago, after many stu¬ 
dents had already told the 
school they wanted to take the 
exams. 

Godbey and Cain high¬ 
lighted another issue with the 
cost — thanks to a partnership 
with AdvanceKentucky, regu¬ 
lar students who take AP 
exams are setup to have half 
their exam fee paid for them, 
meaning their cost will be 
around $40. 

"The dilemma we're in 
right now is that a regular stu¬ 
dent is going to pay less than 
a free-or-reduced-lunch stu¬ 
dent," Godbey said. 

AdvanceKentucky part¬ 
nered with the district to help 
increase the number of stu¬ 


dents taking AP classes. The 
organization included funds 
in its budget to help regular 
students afford AP exams, but 
because there was federal 
funding available, it included 
no funds for free-or-reduced- 
lunch students' AP exams, 
Cain explained. 

Godbey said 

AdvanceKentucky is "con¬ 
cerned about the commitment 
at the federal level," as are 
many others. 

"It's causing them to 
sweat," he said. "Their budget 
is being pushed just like 
everybody else's." 

The board voted unani¬ 
mously to cover the free-or- 
reduced-lunch students' AP 
exam costs. 

At the suggestion of board 
member Tim Jackson, the 
board agreed to talk with 
Lincoln County economic 
development officials and see 
if there are other funding 
options available that could 
reduce the cost to the district's 
general fund. 

Cain said the 94 free-or- 
reduced-lunch students are 
taking a total of 136 AP class¬ 
es. If the students took every 
AP exam they could, it would 
cost the district a total of 
$7,208. But based on just stu¬ 
dents who have already 
expressed interest in taking 
the exams, the cost would be 
about $5,777, she added. 

Cain noted the district also 
has a tradition of paying stu¬ 
dents in specific categories of 
AP classes $100 each for 
passing their AP exams. If 
that tradition continues, 84 of 
the 94 free-or-reduced-lunch 
students could earn the $100. 

Those costs to the district 
pale in comparison to the 
huge impact passing AP 
exams can have on the cost of 
college. 

Cain said based on the 
average cost per hour of col¬ 
lege credit, this year's free-or- 
reduced-lunch students could, 
as a group, save as much as 
$364,000 in tuition costs 
down the road, thanks to their 
AP exams.

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County elementary students 
are showing huge improve¬ 
ments in quick and basic 
math skills, which could be 
good news down the road 
when they're preparing to 
take the ACT. 

That was the takeaway last 
week when District 
Curriculum Coordinator Jim 
Ward showed Board of 
Education members how 
well students had performed 
on recent "automaticity" 
tests, which gauge students' 
ability to immediately per¬ 
form addition, subtraction, 
multiplication and division 
problems. 

Districtwide, students 
have improved their mathe¬ 
matical accuracy by 16.6 
percent during this school 
year, Ward said. 

Students got 65 percent of 
the math problems presented 
to them correct when they 
were tested in the fall. When 
they were tested again in the 


winter, they got 81 percent 
of the problems correct. 

The data, which were 
gathered by teachers and 
assembled by Ward show 
students at every elementary 
school in the district have 
improved by anywhere from 
17 to 23.9 percent. 

Waynesburg Elementary 
showed the largest improve¬ 
ment. Students there got 57 
percent of their math prob¬ 
lems correct in the fall and 
81 percent correct in the 
winter. 

While students at 
McGuffey Sixth-Grade 
Center, Lincoln County 
Middle School, Lincoln 
County High School and 
Fort Logan High School did¬ 
n't show as large a gain, they 
still improved overall on 
scores that were already 
above 80 percent, Ward said. 

Lincoln County High 
School Principal Tim 
Godbey said he expects to 
see automaticity tests be "a 
major factor" in improving 
ACT scores once students 
who are currently in the sec¬ 


ond and third grades reach 
the high school level. 

Automaticity tests help 
students get used to perform¬ 
ing under time constraints, 
which is a major component 
of the ACT, he said. 

It's possible improving 
students' basic math skills 
will make more advanced 
mathematics easier to com¬ 
prehend, too, Godbey said. 

"What we hope is that the 
better they get with auto¬ 
maticity, the less they will 
struggle with the algebra 
content," he said.

County plans to resurface Skyline Drive, portion of Ky. 1770

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County plans to use about 
$215,000 of state road funds 
to resurface approximately 
seven miles of roads in central 


and eastern Lincoln County. 

Magistrates approved last 
week a recommendation from 
state Transportation Cabinet 
Section Supervisor William 
Lucas to resurface the entirety 
of Skyline Drive and almost 
four miles ofKy. 1770. 


Skyline Drive runs east-to- 
west in the middle of the 
county, connecting U.S. 27 
with Ky. 698 to the west. 

Ky. 1770 would be resur¬ 
faced from its intersection 
with Manuel Road at the 
south end of Cedar Creek 


Lake north to Walnut Flat 
Creek Bridge. 

If the projects receive final 
approval from Frankfort, they 
would be funded by a portion 
of Lincoln County's annual 
rural secondary road funds 
allotment from the 


Transportation Cabinet. 

Lincoln County's total rural 
secondary allotment for the 
coming fiscal year was almost 
$1.6 million, according to 
information from Lucas. 

Out of that total, an estimat¬ 
ed $779,400 will be spent on 


routine maintenance costs. 

Out of the remaining 
$808,241, Lincoln will get 
$215,892 as "flex funds," 
which can be used for the 
resurfacing projects, Lucas 
said.

Lincoln County; two of them have 
business licenses," he said, refer¬ 
ring to Crab Orchard's $35 and 
Stanford's $50 annual fees.

McWhorter said. “We quit 
pushing the ball, and their 
defense, zone, had a lot to do 
with it.

Lincoln (26-5) used a 9-0 run 
to post a 27-19 halftime lead, 
and led by as many as 12 in 
the third quarter.

Lincoln 64-55 in the regular 
season, had a chance to tie the 
game early in the fourth quar¬ 
ter when Harris fouled 
Cassidy Martin on a 3-point 
shot attempt.

Salyers said he had been 
preparing his team all year for 
a chance to contend in the 
region final.

best shot, and were prepared. 
Casey came out in the second 
half and gave us all we could 
handle. Free throws are huge in 
any game and fortunately, we 
were about to hit enough to 
win the game.”

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FARM FACTS

Cattle management calendar 
for March 


March is a busy time 
for Kentucky cattlemen. 
Spring-calving cows 
need a lot of attention 
during calving. Check 
cows twice daily and 
first-calf heifers more 
frequently than that. Be 
ready to assist those not 
making progress after 
one to two hours of hard 
labor. Chilled calves 
should be dried-off and 
warmed-up as soon as 
possible. 

The calving area 
should be as clean and 
as free of mud as possi¬ 
ble. Pastures which 
have good sod and are 
dose to facilities work 
best. Watch around hay 
feeders so that young 
calves don't get stepped 
on. See that each calf 
gets colostrum within 
two hours of birth or 
administer colostrum 
replacement with an 
esophageal feeder. A 
successful birth has not 
been completed until 
the calf is up and has 
nursed. 

Disinfect navel cords 
of newborn calves soon 
after birth, especially if 
they arc born in con¬ 
finement. Identify 
calves with cartags 
and/or tattoos while 
calves arc young and 
easy to handle and 
record birthdatc and 
Dam ID. Commercial 
male calves should bo 
castrated and implanted. 
Registered calves 

should be weighed in 
the first 24 hours. 

Don't leave cows and 
calves in Light quarters 
for more than one or 
two days because iL may 


lead to scours or respi¬ 
ratory problems. Calves 
will stay healthier out¬ 
side as long as they 
have a windbreak and a 
dry place to lie down. 
Watch for calf scours! If 
scours become a prob¬ 
lem. move cows which 
have not calves to a 
clean pasture. Be pre¬ 
pared to give fluids to 
scouring calves that 
become dehydrated. Try 
to avoid feeding hay in 
excessively muddy 
areas to avoid contami¬ 
nation of the dams' 
udders, which increases 
scour problems. 

Separate cows that 
have calved and 
increase their feed. 
Energy supplementation 
to cows receiving hay 
can be beneficial in 
preparing them for 
rebreeding. Supplement 
mature cows with about 
three to four pounds of 
an energy supplement 
(like grain) and twice 
that amount for first- 
calf heifers. Don’t let 
cows lose condition! 
You need to have them 
in good condition for 
the upcoming breeding 
season. 

Continue grass tetany 
prevention. Be sure that 
the mineral mix con¬ 
tains magnesium oxide 
and that cows consume 
adequate amounts. For 
example, if the mineral 
mix contains 15 percent 
magnesium, each cow 
should eat over four 
oz/day to get 20 grants 
of magnesium. 

Finalize plans for 
your breeding program. 
Purchase new bulls at 


least 30 days before the 
breeding season. Use 
visual evaluation and 
expected progeny dif¬ 
ferences (EPD's) and 
select a bull that fits 
your program. Order 
semen now, if using 
artificial insemination. 
Prepare bulls for the 
breeding season. 

Increase feed if neces¬ 
sary to have bulls in 
adequate condition for 
breeding. Be sure to 
have your veterinarian 
do a breeding soundness 
evaluation on your 
bulls. 

For your fall-calving 
cows, the bull should be 
away from the cows 
now. Pregnancy check 
those cows. Creep feed 
calves with grain or 
high quality forage. 
Calves will not make 
satisfactory gains on the 
dam’s milk alone after 
about four months of 
age since pasture isn't 
usually available, fall 
calves need additional 
n utrition. 

Now for some general 
recommendations. 
Renovation and fertil¬ 
ization of pastures 
should he completed as 
soon as possible. Don't 
forget thistle control! 
Chemical control must 
be done early to be 
effective. For best 
results, spray with a 
minimum one ql 2,4-D 
per acre in late March or 
early April.

FSA announces 45th 
general sign-up for CRP 


Kentucky Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) State 
Executive Director John W. 
McCauley announced that 
Kentucky FSA will conduct 
a four-week Conservation 
Reserve Program (CRP) 
general sign-up beginning 
May 20 and ending on June 
14. 

"It continues to be our 
goal to ensure that we use 
CRP to address our most 
critical resource issues" said 
McCauley, “In 2012. many 
counties in Kentucky experi¬ 
enced extreme drought. CRP 
protected environmentally 
sensitive lands from washing 
or blowing away. It gave 
ranchers extra grazing land 
when they needed it. I expect 
there will be strong competi¬ 
tion to enroll or re-enroll 
acres into CRP, so I urge 
Kentucky’s producers to 
maximize their environmen¬ 
tal benefits and make sure 
their offers are cost-effec¬ 
tive," 

In addition to erosion con¬ 
trol, CRP provides signifi¬ 
cant water quality benefits 
including reduced nutrients 
and sediment loadings and 
adverse consequences asso¬ 
ciated with floods as well as 


expanded and enhanced 
wildlife habitat. 

Currently, about 27 mil¬ 
lion acres arc enrolled in 
CRP nationwide. 302,782.7 
acres in Kentucky. CRP is a 
voluntary program available 
to agricultural producers to 
help them safeguard envi¬ 
ronmentally sensitive land.

The story is written by 
Lincoln County resident 
Angela Arnett, who has 
gained approval from the 
Kentucky Historical 
Society for placement of a 
historical marker in 
Stanford documenting 
important Native American 
figures in the county's his¬ 
tory. Arnett and the 
Lincoln County Historical 
Society are seeking contri¬ 
butions from the communi¬ 
ty to fund the marker.

Lincoln County Historical Society 

Native Americans lived 
in Kentucky for thousands 
of years, spanning the 
Paleo-Indian Era to the 
1700's. They not only uti¬ 
lized the territory as a 
hunting ground, but 
farmed the land, organized 
communities, built cere¬ 
monial complexes and 
dreamed of a harvest from 
their toil and a steadfast 
peace. 

Yet of all the historically 
significant natives, one 
enigmatic and controver¬ 
sial Cherokee is remem¬ 
bered still as the 
Kentuckian chief. He was 
the powerful Chief 
Doublehead. 

He lived in this region 
and knew it well; its fields 
of golden asters, its moun¬ 
tain pines that cling to 
craggy summits, its lime¬ 
stone palisades — sentinel 
to the vast meadows. He 
knew well the land that we 
now call home. 

Known as the last great 
chief of the Cumberland 
Plateau Region, we was 
born Chiqualatuque in 
1750 in Tennessee. 
However, he quickly 
became known as 
Doublehead (Talsuska), a 
name given him by the 
European settlers to reflect 
his undependable nature. 

His sister, Wurteh was 
the mother of Sequoyah, 
inventor of the Cherokee 
syllabary. His brother, Old 
Tassel would also become 
a prominent chief. 
Doublehead grew up in an 
age of great change. 

The Treaty of Sycamore 
Shoals, the agreement 
which relinquished 
Cherokee rights to most of 


Kentucky, was signed 
when Doublehead was 25 
years old. The Cherokee 
Nation was rapidly disap¬ 
pearing. Land ownership 
was a foreign concept to 
Native American culture. 

Yet, with constant 
encroachment and attacks 
on Cherokee settlements, 
treaties became the means 
to buy a temporary peace 
and perhaps a menial sup¬ 
ply of trade goods. 

The assortment almost 
always included arms and 
ammunition to fight fur¬ 
ther encroachments. Thus, 
Doublehead's life was one 
that occupied two worlds. 
He perhaps longed for the 
golden age of his ances¬ 
tors and yet he was com¬ 
pelled to cooperate at 
times for advantage or sur¬ 
vival. 

He married Drags 
Blanket Priber, the daugh¬ 
ter of the famous 
Moravian missionary, 
Christian Gotlieb Priber. 
He raised a family in 
Wayne and Pulaski coun¬ 
ties. Among his children 
was the celebrated 
Princess Cornblossom 
(Selusatah). 

Doublehead belonged to 
the Chickamaugan faction 
of the Cherokee Nation, a 
party of warriors known 
for aggressively fighting 
American settlers. He was 
famous also for attacking 
travelers along the 
Wilderness Trail. 

Lincoln County's own 
General Logan, Colonel 
William Whitley, and Issac 
Shelby all pursued 
Doublehead and his war¬ 
riors. Both parties alter¬ 
nately avenged atrocities. 
Yet, Doublehead eluded 
them. 

The Library of Congress 
(U.S. Congressional 
Documents) yields an 
abundance of records 
about Logan, Whitley, 
Shelby and Doublehead 
himself. The correspon¬ 
dence details depredations 
committed by both Natives 
and settlers and efforts to 
keep the peace. 

One such document was 


a speech made by Chief 
Doublehead to the 
Presidential 

Commissioners during the 

Washington 

Administration. 

"It is but yesterday that 
we heard the talk of our 
father, the President,” 
Chief Doublehead began. 
"We hope his good dispo¬ 
sition towards us will con¬ 
tinue, that our children 
may live in peace. There 
are a number of land spec¬ 
ulators among you who 
say we want to sell lands. 
Likewise you are placed 
on our borders to see our 
rights maintained that we 
may not be plagued by 
those people who want 
land. I hope you will not 
say anything more about 
lands." 

Sadly, the preservation 
of peace was not to be. 

Chief Doublehead met 
with Presidents 
Washington, Adams, and 
Jefferson to discuss sever¬ 
al significant peace and 
land sessions treaties. 
Among those he signed 
was the Holston Treaty 
(1791), Tellico Treaty 
(1794), and the Treaty of 
1805 which relinquished 
claims to the Cumberland 
Plateau and parts of 
Kentucky. 

Doublehead also signed 
the fateful treaty of 1807. 
Because this granted spe¬ 
cial favors and was not a 
cession approved by the 
Cherokee Nation at large, 
the ratification resulted in 
the murder of Chief 
Doublehead by his own 
people. 

Over 200 years have 
passed since his death and 
his legacy remains. 
Generations of his descen¬ 
dants have lived across the 
state. 

Chief Doublehead has 
left an indelible mark on 
the history of our region. 
As long as he is remem¬ 
bered, his spirit remains in 
the unrivaled beauty of his 
homeland. It is the place 
where he will always be 
known as the Kentuckian 
Chief.

Enjoy a safe spring season

The first day of spring is 
approaching, and that means 
more opportunities to head 
outdoors to enjoy the warm 
temperatures. That means it 
is also a good time to think 
about safety when planning 
warm weather fun in order lo 
reduce the risk of injuries. 

As you gel your child’s 
play and sports equipment 
ready for use this spring, 
take these precautions: 

•Inspect bicycles, scoot¬ 
ers and other riding toys to 
make sure that nuts and 
bolts are tight, moving parts 
are lubricated and bike 
chains have guards in place 
to prevent clothing from 


being pulled into the mech¬ 
anism. 

•Make sure your child’s 
safety helmets are in good 
condition and still fit cor¬ 
rectly, because a helmet that 
does not fit properly will 
not offer proper protection. 

•Inspect fences and gates 
around backyard pools and 
repair them if needed. 

Encourage your child to 
play safely when heading 
outdoors by: 

•Always wearing a hel¬ 
met when riding their bicy¬ 
cle. 

•Wearing elbow and knee 
pads when riding a scooter. 

•Riding bicycles and 
scooters only during day¬ 


light hours or with proper 
lighting. 

•Allowing only one per¬ 
son on a backyard trampo¬ 
line at one time. 

Children should also be 
cautioned lo look for vehi¬ 
cles as they are riding their 
bicycles and scooters. If 
your child is under the age 
of eight, it’s very important 
to remind him not to ride his 
bicycle and scooter unless 
he has adult supervision.
